diagonally across the field, This in- 
dicator strip should be selected as 
early as it ‘s possible to get a drill 
on the land and long before regular 
seeding starts. One strip wide is 
sufficient, and such-a diagonal strip 
will give a fair example of ‘the con- 
dition of the field, as weather con- 
ditions which wil bring this grain 
to a height of about five inches will 
also hatch many of the eggs. 

If, on examination, from ten to 
fifteen plants per square yard show 
injury the field should not be seeded. 
Under normal condit‘ons this strip 
will show whether or not cutworms 
are present by the end of the first 
week of May or earlier, and seeding 
operations should be governed ac- 
cordingly. '

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FIRST VEGETABLES 


In some parts of Canada, the first 
planting of vegetables will be going 
in shortly. There is a real advantage 
in getting certain things started as 
early as possible but real danger 

th others which do not thrive until 
‘the weather really warms up. As a 
‘rule those vegetables “which are 
jgrown for their leaves;,euch as let- 
tucé and sp nach, are the first plant- 
ed. With, them, we.alsg jnclude. rad, 
and onion sets, Sharpfrosts will 
hurt these, and all of them prefer 
cool conditions for growth. Of course 
it is not advisable with these, or 
any. vegetable, to plant all of the 
seed at one time, because if this ‘8 
done, naturally all .will be ready at 
one time and there wll be a fea» 
followed ky a famine. With the first 
planting, garden peas should also go 
'n Only ‘ry recent years;iqre. we sr:
